LETTER FROM LEICESTER RING. 

For the Philanthropist. 

Warren, Trumbull county, ) 
April 20th, 1840. J 

Dr. G. Bailey: 

My Bear Sir, —On my return home a short 
time since, after an absence of several months, 
I found your esteemed favor of the ultimo. 
For the last four years I have been engaged in 
the construction of a canal intended to connect 
the public improvements of Pennsylvania with 
those of Ohio. 

Having been instrumental in the first instance 
in obtaining subscriptions to this enterprise to 
an amount exceeding a million of dollars, fiom 
persons residing at various places, extending 
from the centre of this state lo the city of Phil¬ 
adelphia, I then gave assurances from which I 
could not recede, without a violation of the trust 
reposed in me—that I would devote my person¬ 
al attention to the prosecution of the work until 
it should be accomplished. Owing to the etn- 
bairassed state of the country during that period, 
the work has been procrastinated far beyond the 
time originally contemplated, and the collection 
of funds and other duties committed to my 
charge have required my utmost energies, men¬ 
tal and physical, to such an extent that I have 
scarcely had a week’s leisure at any one time to 
spend with my family, or devote to any other 
business. I hope and trust, however, that the 
present season will accomplish the work and re¬ 
lieve me from further responsibility and care in 
this respect. I make these communications in 
explanation of any seeming neglect of corres¬ 
pondence or other duties which might otherwise 
have received from me a prompt and cheerful at¬ 
tention. 

Official duties called me to ColUmpus during 
the last session of the legislature, and although 
I did not anticipate staying more than one day, 
I was compelled by subpoenas and other busi¬ 
ness to remain there for several months. During 
that time the political conventions of the 8th of 
January and 22d of February were held, the de¬ 
liberations "of both of which I attended. In 
that of the 22d of February, although not ap¬ 
pointed a delegate, I was desired, by those rep¬ 
resenting the Congressional district in which I 
resided, whose numbers were insufficient to 
form the various committees appointed,—to act 
as one of the committee to nominate a candidate 
for Governor. To this request I cheerfully as¬ 


sented, and participated in the aclion.of that com¬ 
mittee in making the 5, nomination. And here 
permit',me t 0 observe, in response to the numer¬ 
ous calls which have been made upon me,'pub-' 
Jicly and privately, by friends with whom f have 
long been associated, for whom I entertain the 
highest respect and esteem, anti Whose opinions 
are entitled to great weight, however adverse they 
may be to my own,—that while I readily con¬ 
cede that they may have been actuated by the 
purest motives, and strongest convictions of du¬ 
ty in all their measures, still I cannot yield my 
assent to their utility in all instances, ot satisfy 
my own judgment, that I should discharge my 
duty as a citizen were I to acquiesce in or pro¬ 
mote them. I allude to the policy which has 
been so strenuously advocated, and to some ex¬ 
tent adopted by a portion of the abolitionists, to 
organize a distinct political party with a view of 
making their nominations, and confining their 
votes for national and state officers lo that par¬ 
ty alone. I have ever considered the existence 
of slavery one of the greatest evils—morally 
and politically—which could be inflicted upon a 
nation; and that its extension and continuance 
in the United Stales, were fraught with more 
danger to the peace, prosperity, safety and per¬ 
manency of the Union than any other principle 
or element which has been sanctioned by our 
laws,,or admitted into our system of govern¬ 
ment. 

I believe also that it is the duty of every citi¬ 
zen to exert his influence by the use of every 
lawful and constitutional means to effect its ex¬ 
termination. That the tongue, the pen, the 
press, and the ballot box may as properly and 
legally be brought into requisition to correct this 
evil as any other which may exist under the go¬ 
vernment, or in the administration of its laws.— 
Nor has the fear of popular censure, nor the loss 
of public favor ever yet, (and I trust never will,) 
restrained me from the free exercise of each and 
all of these privileges, whenever they could be 
usefully or successfully brought to bear upon 
this question. But while I am fully conscious 
of the weight of responsibility which rests upon 
each individual of the community to yield his 
hearty co operation to all lawful measures calcu¬ 
lated to hasten or effect this desirable object, I 
cannot wholly exclude from my mind, that there 
are also otherInterests which he is bound to pro¬ 
tect, and other duties which he is called upon to 
discharge as a member of society. The protec¬ 
tion of every civil and religious privilege—the 
correction of every evil and abuse in the admin¬ 
istration of government—the preservation of lib¬ 
erty, and the perpetuation of our free institu¬ 
tions, all rest upon the same broad foundation of 
public duty, and require the same vigilant care, 
and the rightful exeicise of the elective fran¬ 
chise. A voluntary abandonment of the one, 
without promoting the cause of the other, might 
leave the whole in jeopardy. 

To those who admit and feel, the right of 
these obligations, it is often a matter of great em¬ 
barrassment to determine the proper line of duly 
in the selection of persons to whom all these 
important and diversified interests are lobe com¬ 
mitted. Were their powers to be confined to 
an isolated question, or to a single principle or 
measure of policy, the case would be far differ¬ 
ent. The rule upon which I have acted in re¬ 
gard to the election of public officers, has been 
to promote the nomination of those whose opin¬ 
ions upon all important subjects coming under 
their official supervision, coincided the nearest 
with my own, witli a reasonable prospect of se¬ 
curing their election; and in casting my suffra¬ 
ges I have exercised the same discretion in se¬ 
lecting from the candidates in nomination, those 
whom I believed would accomplish the greatest 
amount of good, and it would require very great 
and weighty considerations, to move me to de¬ 
viate so far from that course, as either to omit 
discharging the duly of an elector, or lo cast my 
votes for candidates without any hope of electing 
them, whenever I considered the success of either 
oftheothercandidates involving important public 
interests. With all the deliberation I have been 
able to give to this subject—after examining the 
reasons aud arguments advanced by the advo¬ 
cates of a distinct party organization—after wit¬ 
nessing its effects whenever it has been attemp¬ 
ted, ray present convictions are, that sound pol¬ 
icy still requires an adherence to the principles 
and a maintenance of the position originally pro¬ 
mulgated and assumed by the American Anti- 
Slavery Society, and that a separate political or¬ 
ganization under existing circumstances, would 
prove disastrous to the cause. Whenever the 
subject has come .under discussiou, it has produ¬ 
ced discordance and division, from which we 
may justly infer that no unanimity of action or 
concentration of influence can be effected by it. 
So far as my observation extends, mo practical 
benefits have resulted from any attempts at inno¬ 
vation or re-organization under new principles; 
but on the contrary, from the tone of feeling 
manifested in other sections of the country we 
have great reason to apprehend that much 
evil may arise from their subdivisions and dis¬ 
union. 

Time, and the limits of this sheet, forbid my 
enlarging upon this topic; and what-I have said 
has been called forth from no desire to animad¬ 
vert upon the course of others, or with a view of 
influencing their future action, but as a frank ex¬ 
planation of my own views, at the request of 
my friends,—and you are at liberty to make 
such use of it as you may deem proper. I am 
under engagements to be in Philadelphia'before 
the close of the present month, and I regret to 
say that it is uncertain whether I shall be able 
to return in season to attend the annual meeting 
at Massillon. If I cannot, I shall endeavor to 
write you before the day arrives. A. ware that 
during my present engagements I should be very 
liable to be called from home at the season of 
the year fixed upon to hold the annual conven¬ 
tion, I have heretofore suggested the utility of 
selecting some other person as your presiding 
officer.

A THIRL PARTY.

Mr. Editor:—* 1 wish-to say a word against 

abolitionists'forming a distinct and an indepen¬ 
dent poitlical party. To such a course! am op¬ 
posed for the following reasons. 

First, if abolitionists bring out distinct candi¬ 
dates, it will so intsrweave and connect the sub¬ 
ject of slavery and politics as to embarrass, if 
not entirely close the month of every minister. 
So soon as he lifts his voice against the sin of 
slavery, the cry will be raised, you are med¬ 
dling with polities. 

And is it not a notorious fart dial many min¬ 
isters now excuse themselves from saying any 
thing on the subject,—because, say they, it is 
a political, subject ? Will not such a move as 
that now proposed quiet the consciences of such 
men, and embarrass and strike dumb such'as 
have heretofore been'fearless in speaking against 
slavery ? most certainly it will. It appears to 
me that abolitionists should avoid every thing 
which will trammel or close the mouth of the 
gospel minister. If his voice is to be hushed 
the soul and spirit of abolition will depart.— 
My hope for the success of the anti slavery 
cause, is that it is, especially, a religious ente- 
prise, and if it lose this character, its success 
most be doubtful. At the Revolution the 
trumpet of universal emancipation was blown 
long, and loud; and the heart of every patriot 
beat in unison with it,—liberty flashed from ev¬ 
ery eye and spoke from every tougue; but its 
peculiar character was political, and consequent¬ 
ly, the spirit of 76 has almost passed away.— 
Let then abolition retain especially its religious 
character. 

Again we have certain interests as whigs and 
democrats which we wish to sustain in the elec¬ 
tion of our candidates, but if we bring out a 
distinct candidate, one party or the Other must be 
deprived of this privilege. If the abolition can¬ 
didate is a whig, the democrats must be deprived 
of supporting other principles than those which 
they as a parly wish to sustain; and if he is a dem¬ 
ocrat, the whigs will be left in the same disagreea¬ 
ble circumstances, fhat course then which will 
enable the greatest number of electors, to sup¬ 
port the greatest number of principles in the 
election of their candidates, as appears to me 
must be the most successful. What then is 
that course ? 

Let us in the first place suppose the aboli¬ 
tionists to bring out their own candidate, every 
one who has learned enough of the arithmetic 
to tell how much two and four make knows 
that they have not strength of themselves suffi¬ 
cient to elect their candidate. 

They must then unite with one or the other 
of the great political parties, and consequently 
lose their existence as a party; for all history 
teaches us, that there never exist more than two 
great and independent parlies in the same gov¬ 
ernment. There are two insurmountable 
difficulties connected with this course. 1st Not 
being able to sustain -the greatest number of 
principles in the election of our candidates.— 
And 2d, being in danger of spending our influ¬ 
ence in vain; or of taking the humbling posi¬ 
tion of falling in with one of the present politi¬ 
cal parlies and thus losing our existence. 

But again .suppose We form what may be 
called a counteracting party, if we must have a 
party, who shall always stand ready to cast 
their votes, with that political party who shall 
put up men of the true anti-slavery spirit,—and 
who shall send their delegates to the conven¬ 
tions, and holding up their principles, tell them 
that they must put up men who will support 
these principles or they cannot get their votes; 
and by this means both parlies may be induced lo 
put up men of the right stamp; and it will have 
this additional advantage, that each party can sup¬ 
port their own peculiar principles, if they can 
induce their party to put up the proper men.— 
And also avoid the embarrassing of ministers of 
the gospel by the subject being loo closely con¬ 
nected with polities. 

Again this course would hold out an induce¬ 
ment to both parlies to seek our aid, for if they 
saw that by putting up a man who would sus¬ 
tain our principles they could carry the election, 
they would have a very strong temptation to 
favor us. But if we take the stand of an inde¬ 
pendent political party, they will have nothing 
to expeet from ns, and consequently will have 
no inducement to favor us. Under these con¬ 
siderations I go for a counteracting party who 
shall hold the balance of power between the par- 
lies and throw its influence in favor of that one 
which shall support universal liberty'.

INDIANA Y EARLY MEETING OF FRIENDS. 

In reading the Philanthropist I observed a 
statement in a late number, that “the Society of 
Friends generally, in Indiana, are embracing ab¬ 
olitionism.” It is very true, that the Friends of 
Indiana yearly meeting as a body of Christians, 
have manifested a decided hostility to slavery, 
and its handmaid colonization. By acts of said 
yearly meeting, on these subjects, improves that 
it stands in point of testimony against oppres¬ 
sion, before any other yearly meeting, synod or 
conference of Christians in America, as may be 
seen from the following extracts from its min¬ 
utes, in 1836, '37, '38 and ’39. 

^ “We do most affectionately desiie that all our dear 
Friends may be so alive to out testimony against slave¬ 
ry , that none may through prejudice or otherwise, cast 
any discouragements in the way of such as are faithfully 
laboring to promote universal emancipation, whether such 
laborers be found within, or without the pale of our so¬ 
ciety. 

“We feel ourselves called upon at this time, affection¬ 
ately and tenderly, to caution all our dear Frieds, to take 
no part in, nor render any aid to, any political association 
on the subject of African slavery, which is, or may be 
founded on principles either directly or indirectly, having 
a tendency to promote the unrighteous work of expatria¬ 
tion, it being our settled conviction that this work as a 
condition to the slaves’ being set at liberty is unjust and 
oppressive.”—1836. 

“When we reflect that the victims of American slave¬ 
ry, are, in most of the slaveholding states, systematically 
deprived of the advantages of knowing how to read the 
holy Scriptures, and liable to be sold aud transferred from 
hand to hand, and from state to state,—from the shoraof j 


the Adamic to regions west, and fur-west ol the Missis¬ 
sippi; that the icndcrcst and most sacred ties, which bind 
and endear the members of the same family one to ano¬ 
ther, if not wholly disregarded, are often torn asunder, 
and that the separated sufferers can entertain but little, 
or no hope at all, that they shaH ever, in mutability, see 
each other any more; and when we further reflect, that 
this system of cruelty is not only legalized by many of 
the states, but actually supported and kept in operation 
by the strong arm of power, held and wielded by the 
very nation, which has so solemnly declared in the face 
of the world, ‘that all men are created eqnal, and endowed 
by their Creator with certain inalienable rights, that a- 
mong these are, life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi¬ 
ness,” that recently increased efforts have been made to 
prevent the Christian philanthropist from even pleading 
the cause of those millions of our degraded and suffering 
fellow-men, from whom both liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness are so strenuously and so notoriously withheld. 
Well may our minds be filled with gloomy forebodings 
respecting the future well-being of our much beloved 
country;”—1837. 

“Fearing that there are of our members occupying and 
contending for grounds that are not in full accordance 
with our well known testimonies on this important sub¬ 
ject, by too much countenancing the policy of the day, 
which denies to that class of our fellow-beings'the capa¬ 
city of enjoying the natural rights of man, only on the 
terms of expatriation, or some tedious plan of prepara¬ 
tion, we earnestly invite Friends to renewed exertions on 
behalf of suffering humanity, by endeavoring to spread 
the concern, and enlighten the minds of the people, by 
giving circulation to such publications as are calculated to 
advance the cause of immediate emancipation on Chris¬ 
tian principles.”—1838. 

“We would affectionately exhort all our dear friends, 
every where, to zealously maintain our Christian testimo¬ 
ny against slavery, embracing every suitable opportunity 
to strengthen and encourage the friends of this most 
righteous cause to stand firm and fear not, although the 
enemy may boast himself for a season; for if the Lord be 
for ns, who shall Ire against usl”—1839. 

In connection with these most valuable testi¬ 
monies, a sentiment seems to have obtained that 
Friends should keep to themselves and not join 
with other Christians in benevolent associations 
to do good. This mistaken prudence, although 
only intended as a preservative of their peculi¬ 
arities, is being wielded as a powerful weapon 
by some against the promulgation of abolition 
doctrines. 

Speak to them on the occasion,—endeavor to 
stir them up to acquaint themselves with the sub¬ 
ject,—every effort made to bring them into an 
honest search and consideration of their own 
principles and duty in relation to this great work 
of love and righteousness, is met with this apol¬ 
ogy, "we are advised against going with others 
by our yearly meeting." As if the mere opin¬ 
ion of the yearly meeting was paramount to any 
Other rule. What has become of all the boas¬ 
ted conscience of this conscientious people? 
Suppose the members of the several religious 
societies in the United Slates should consider 
themselves bound implicitly to obey the express¬ 
ed will or opinion of their churches, on this sub¬ 
ject, what would become of the anti-slavery en¬ 
terprise? Where is the church, and what is its 
name, that has not put a negative on abolition 
societies, and censured their members who have 
united themselves with them? Yet the friends, 
(if they mean what they say,) rejoice that there 
are those of the various religious denominations 
who, through-conviction of duty, are coming out 
faithful advocates for the poor slave, the expres¬ 
sed wili of their church to the contrary notwith¬ 
standing. But when members of their own 
chutch do the same thing, it seems to alter the 
case, and, as the lawyer in the fable said, it 
should be inquired into, “and if and if.” Oh, 
consistency, thou art a jewel! But we, say 
they, have cleared our hands of slavery—let o- 
thers do the same, and the work will he done. 

Although such language as this is often heard 
from many of them, excusing for their refusing 
to help, as if they had done enough good and 
might now sit down and take their ease, forget¬ 
ful of their suffering brethren in bonds, and of 
the many blessings bestowed upon themselves 
by Providence, in opening their eyes to see, and 
enlightening their hearts to understand, the ini¬ 
quity of oppression; yet the more intelligent a- 
mongst them (even of the opposers) are not to 
be branded with such weak absurdities. 

Verily, if there is any one religious sect in 
these United States, on whom more responsibil¬ 
ity rests than on any other, relative to the aboli¬ 
tion of slavery, the society of Friends is that 
sect. 

Now, when the work is being stirred with in¬ 
creasing zeal by Christians of every denomina¬ 
tion, members of this enlightened society are 
manifesting opposition to this “most righteous 
cause,” by shutting their school and meeting 
house doors, drawing tire line tighter and tighter 
against it, as if to shut it out of their-very bor¬ 
ders. Ministers are preaching it down, leading 
members are calling it up in their meetings for dis¬ 
cipline, and in the most solemn manner warning 
their brethren of the danger of being carried a- 
way by the popular current, as though the anti¬ 
slavery cause was so popular, that people would 
desire to run into it for the purpose of getting 
lo themselves a great name without any good in¬ 
tention whatever. When in fact it is so unpop¬ 
ular, that if a friend of human rights should 
make a civil request for a meeting or school 
house in many of our towns or villages, to lec¬ 
ture in, or should distribute a few papers or 
pamphlets written on the subject, the inhabitants 
feel themselves so insulted that they cry out 
“away with him,” and begin to talk of tar and 
feathers, rotten eggs, &c, &c.; while some pre¬ 
tended friend advises him to leave immediately, 
telling him he is as much opposed to slavery as 
any body, but the people can’t bear the subject 
stirred here. This is the way the subject of hu¬ 
man rights is going on in the free slates, and is 
literally as unpopular as Christianity was at its 
first rise. 

If all the members of the society of Friends, 
like their brethren in England, would put their 
hands to the work, what an influence they could 
wield in the righteous cause of emancipation! 
How they could prepare the way for its spread 
if they would open their doors to receive lectures 
—and encourage their families and neighbors to 
go and hear; and encourage them to read suita¬ 
ble publications on the subject. They would 
soon abotitionize their neighborhoods. But, 
alas! how can this “most righteous cause” 
spread in the Friends’ neighborhood, wheie the 
very leaders of the society are taking advantage 
of the prejudice of the times to kill it before it 
is allowed to breathe? By their course, they 


are teaching their children to abhor the cause of 
abolition more than slavery, manifesting their 
dislike to it by spreading evil reports touching 
the character of its most zealous advocates.- 
Oh, prejudice! prejudice! how thou blindest the 
understanding! If Friends -do not cease to op¬ 
pose the anti-slavery enterprise so violently, they 
will assuredly stand condemned in the eyes of 
the Christian world. For their efforts now, in 
many places, to arrest its progress, are far grea¬ 
ter than to stay the evils of slavery. How un¬ 
like their brethren in England, who were among 
the first in the field! Bishops and elders, lay 
members and all, men and women, old and 
young, in true quaker simplicity, and Christian 
boldness, united their efforts witli other Chris¬ 
tians, pleading the cause of suffering humanity, 
well knowing this was the only course that could 
be pursued with any well grounded hope of suc¬ 
cess. They saw it would require all the moral 
energies of the nation to effect the abolition of 
slavery; that the position they occupied in a 
moral point of view not only required their help, 
but that they should be amongst the foremost.— 
So far were they from pleading these puny excu¬ 
ses, we hear so much said about in this coun¬ 
try, they considered they risked nothing in do- 
inggood; they held no principles that could be 
tarnished by being exercised in “this most righ¬ 
teous eause,” but, like pure gold, the more they 
were used, the brighter they would shine.

Circleville, April 22, 1840. 

Dr. G. Bailey: 

Bear Sir ,—The reason why for more than 
two weeks I have been silent is, that I have been 
out of health, and till last week have been doing 
but little that would be worth while lo commu¬ 
nicate. I remained at Xenia after I wrote to 
you till the 4th, and then proceeded to Wilming¬ 
ton wlieie, on Monday evening the 6th, I deba¬ 
ted on the slavery question with Dr. Lomax, 
before a very respectable audience. Not feeling 
able to take hold at steady lecturing, I rode to 
Hillsborough to attend a meeting of the ChiHr- 
cothe Presbytery—which by the way, does nol 
need lecturing on this question. I remained in 
Hillsborough three days, and while there lec¬ 
tured once in the Rev. Mr. Stub’s church, to a 
small audience. From here I proceeded to Sar¬ 
dinia to attend the annual meeting of the Sardin¬ 
ia Anti-Slavery Society. Preached on the sub¬ 
ject of slavery on the Sabbath, and a slavehol¬ 
der present said he believed all I had offered 
to be true, and if he is as good as his word, he 
will undo the heavy burdens and let the op¬ 
pressed go free. On Monday I talked twice be¬ 
fore the Society, occupying in both, over four 
hours, Our friends in Sardinia do up things 
the right way. Their resolutions—which you 
will see in the Examiner—were thorough-going 
—and their action is thorough-going too. In 
money matters they have—by vexatious prose¬ 
cutions, and in other ways, been taxed more 
heavily than the abolitionists of any other portion 
of the state; and yet, although they are far from 
being rich, they have given nearly as much as 
any other society, and much more than mo 
the societies. 

On Tuesday evening I lectured in the country 
near Hillsborough, to a very good audience; and 
on Wednesday attended the annual meetingof 
the Ross county A. S. Society, at Salem, when 
I occupied some two hours in illustrating the 
duty of abolitionists in the present emergency. 
From having taken hgid rather to rapidly, I had 
become fatigued out, laid over to rest till the 
Sabbath; when I occupied the Rev. Mr. Guye’i 
pulpit at Concord, and tried in two discourses to 
show to Christians their duty in relation to the 
slave. 

On Monday I rode to this place, and last eve¬ 
ning lectured in the court-house—there being n 
religious house that could be obtained for such 
purpose. To-morrow evening I shall hold forth 
again in the same place, and shall then leave for 
Delaware courtly and the north. 

Judging from appearances, our next anniver¬ 
sary will be the most largely attended & most in¬ 
teresting one we have ever had. Several of the 
leading public men from the south of the state 
will be there, among otherslour friend Samuel 
Crothers of Springfield. 

For information of delegates, please state that 
the Packet leaves Circleville every day at 12 o’¬ 
clock A. M., and arrives at Massillon within 48 
hours. So that those taking the boat on Mon¬ 
day noon will be at Massillon near the opening 
of our meeting.

CHARLES HAMMOND. 

Charles Hammond was a remarkable man. 
It is no very easy task, to portray his character; 
—I have seen no article that does it full justice; 
nor shall I attempt a perfect delineation, but 
shall aim merely at a few traits. 

He was a man of peculiar talents. There are 
three words which go far towards characteri¬ 
zing him- perspicacity, Integrity, Inde¬ 

pendence. This last, of necessity, includes 
moral courage. He had the spirit of the bet¬ 
ter men of the American Revolution. His re¬ 
bukes of those who became recreant to that spi¬ 
rit were bold and pungent. 

He was a native of Maryland, and came to 
Western Virginia in his eighth year—April, 
1787; about one year preceding the first settle¬ 
ment of the North.west at Marietta. He enter¬ 
ed on the practice of the law in early life. He 
was in the young, the rich, the vigorous, the 
picturesque—what is now the gigantic WEST, 
mind quick-sighted and comprehensive like 
his, could not fail to expand and luxuriate in 
such scenes and associations. 

By some he has been characterized as a stu¬ 
dent. It is for those best acquainted with his 
personal habits to say whether he was so. I 
have judged that he was not. He was doubtless 
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of that great and good man, and ***** 
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As a lawyer and a jurist, Mr. Ham* 
a high rank. As a political editor^ £ 
lied. Such is understood to have hp 
opinion of Mr. Webster, some ten 
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The obituary sketch in the Cincinnati r 
of April 8, 1840, contains much de«r^j , 
gy.

During 
the latter portion of his life, (nearly one-foniih 
part of it,)r he was editor of the Cincinnati Ga¬ 
zette—which, under him, became the most uni¬ 
versally popular and successful newspaper con¬ 
cern, probably, in the whole valley of the Mis¬ 
sissippi. 

The death of Mr. Hammond, says the Ga¬ 
zette obituary, “has made a chasm in sock;
